Undersecretary of Foreign Affairs 
yesterday in reference to reorganl- 
zation of police arrangements at 
Ventimigtiia; which is a railway 
station on the Italo-French border. 

The incidents at that place and 
at Benghazi, In Tripoli, closely fol- 
lowed upon the attempted assassi- 
nation of Mussolini a week ago 
Sunday at Bologna. 

At Ventimiglia French railway 
employes were beaten by Fascists, 
who resented the Frenchmen’s 
failure to uncover during the play- 
ing of the Fascist hymn. Later a 
Fascist crowd made a demonstra- 
tion in front of the French consu- 
late, and one man mounted the 
balcony of the consulate and from 
it delivered an anti-Prench speech.
